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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I, Claims 1-28 & 32-33, drawn to an occlusion detection systems, classified 
in class 604, subclass 131. 

II. Claims 29-31 , drawn to methods of detecting an occlusion in an infusion 
pump, classified in class 604, subclass 500. 

Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process can be practice by another and materially different 
apparatus, in which the process can be practiced a temperature gauge detemriining a 
change in temperature and making a detection count or a overflow rate determiner 
which determines if the flow rate has gotten over a set limit. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 



With respect to the sensor. 
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Species. 1 : force sensitive resistor 
Species 2: Capacitive sensor 
Species 3: Strain gauge 
Species 4: Piezoelectric sensor
